Ing these "incessant throbblngs" In the 
apparently perfoctty atlU plant, he 
stated that: the eluggist mo\'cment 
of a snail Is about 6,000 times faster 
' than the mo>'cment ot growth Is a 
plant, the average rat* ot which Is 
one-4nilUontb part ot an inOh psr sec- 
ond." 

sir Jagadls first triad 'to solve the 
recording vr<A>\em by means ot a de- 
llcatsiy poised system ot oompouod 
lovers, but trlotlon ot contact at the 

rings limited magnifloatloa to 10,- 
tlmcs. Then he tried a single 
itagnetio lever, which by movement 
rotated - a - deltcatdy—Tolsed-'utJitlo 
iioedto (which is unafCtcted by the 
oartli's rotation) and a spot ot light 
reflected on a screen from a mirror 
attached to the needle gave a magnifi- 
cation which could be increased from 
1,000,000 to 100,000,000 times. This, he 
remarked, nia«nlt1ed the highest pow- 
ers ot the microscope 100,000 times. 

The croscograph (the name of tils 
4nventlon) would show tho snail mov- 
ing with a speed ot 2<K),000,000 teet per 
Itour. , 

Sir Jagadls, having graphically de- 
scribed his vaat ma«nlflcatiun, picked 
A lest troox a pot plant of cj-clomen 
and placed it on the magnetic needle 
of tho crescograph. From the mirror 
attached to the needle a Q>ot ot light 
appeared at unco on the ncreen, and 
moved backwards dmi forwards across 
the latter at a rate ot 10 feet in 12 
seconds. The actual rate ot tho plant's 
pulsation was 100,000th part of an 
Inch per second. AVhen the lest was 
stimulated with an electric current the 
pulsation and the spot ot light were 
quickened. 

"There is nothing In the animal 
which has not been forestalled in 'the 
plant." said the lecturer. "When a 
plant is placed In unhappy conditions, 
Its In a bath of hot water, the time 
comes when It stmggle* and dies, and 
Its struggles are the same as In tho 
WtlmaL"
